TELEGRAPHIC. 

Manassas Junction, Aug. 28. 

To Maj. Gen. Halleck, Commander-in-Chi^f : 

As .soon as I discovered that a large force 
of the enemy was turning our right toward 
Manassas, and that thedivLsion I had order- 
ed to take a position there two days before 
had not yet arrived there from Alexandria, 

I immediately broke up my camps at War- 
renton Junction and marched rapidly back 
in three eolumns. I directed McDowell, with 
his own and Sigel’a corp.* and Reno’s divis- 
ion, to march upon Gainesville by the VV’ar- 
renton and Alexandria pike, and the divis 

ions of and Heintzeiman to march 

oil Greei! wicli, and, with Porter’s corps and 
Hooker’s divi.-*ion, I marched back to Ma 
uHKsafl .Junction. McDowell ivaa crderetl to! 
interpose betwcei. the force.s of tlie enemy 
whicii had passed down to Maiia.^sas through 
GMineaville, and liistimin body moving down 
from White Plains through the thorough 
fare. This wa.« completely accomplidlied. 
Longstreet, who had passed through the 
(^ap, being driven back to the west, the 
force* at Greenwick were de*igned to sup 
port McDoweil in case he met too large a 
force of the enemy. The division of Honk 
er, marching towards Manassas, came upon 
the enemy near Kettle Run, in the afternoon 
of thc2Tth, and after a sharp .tciion routed 
them^ completely, killing and wournling 300 
and capturing camps and bagga/e and many 
stand of arms. 

This morning the command pushed rap 
idly to Mannttsas Junction, which Jucksoii 
had evacuated three hours in advance, lie 
retreated f»y Centreville. and took the turn 
pike road toward Warrenton. He was met 
six miles west of Centreville by McDowell 
and Sigel. Late in the afternoon a severe 
fight took place, which was terminated by 
darkness. The enemy was driven back at 
all points, and thus the affair rests. 

Ueiiitzelmati'a corps will move on him at 
daylight from Centreville, and I do not see 
how the enemy is to escape without heavy 
loss. 

We have captured one thousand prisoners, 
many arms, and one piece of artillery.

Proclamatian by the Governor. 

Whb&i::a.< 4, the following Act, to-wit: 

AN ACT tu raise Volunteer Fortses, to repel the 
invasioo of the State and for ether purposes. 

j} 1. Rr it tnecmd 6y fA« Ornera* Aitemblif of the 
t'ommonioen/tk of Kentucky, That as the soil uf 
(he Slate of Kentn'.ky na* been invaded by armed 
forces, acting^ unde;* the auihonty of the so-called 
Oonfederate otatea, therefore, for the pai'|y:.-se of re- 
pelling said invasion the Governor ut the Stale of 
Keatuoky i* hereby directed to ifesue hia proctsma- 
tlou forth with, calling out not less tUau lo'ty thous- 
and soldiers, tesidects and oitiseus of Keu'.ucky, 
oetween the ages ol oightoen and turty-fivs years, 
to be uiudtoie-i into the service «/■ this C; mmon- 
wealth for any terns cf jorvioe net lees than tw..ive 
'Bonths cur moie than three years, from the time 
'hey were mustered into service, unless soouer 
lis^argcd. 

^ 2. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
suthur'sei, in erder to rai.-e said force, to accept 
of the services cf any vu'unieer oompaaies who 
ihall, within three muetbs from the iatf oi his 
proclnmatioa, teeJer their jcrvicei-: and he shall 
rommi-siuc for that purpose ail officer* duly elect- 
ed oy the oompsp.les aforesaid, neoessary aad pro- 
per for the oummand of such voluntesrs. 

i| 3. Tuat alt Volunteer cCcers, son-enmmis- 
rtone-i officers: murioiaas, aai privates, whose ser- 
vice may be tendered and t.ncv'j ed und-r ths pro- 
vijs'jnjcf tnis act, snail be mastered into serviee, 
it such places of reudesveos in the Ccngreesional 
District in which tney volvntser, as the (seneral in 
the field shall appoint by his vrJers, sod when so 
mustere*! into service shall be then and there 
sotitled to receive in udtna.o one month’s 
pay, to be taken and oocsidored aa part of their 
pur. 

f 6. That the Governor be also anthonsed to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, ia ad- 
dition to Che forty thousand men provided for by 
(hla act, one thousand to be used aa sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, aud five hundred to be used as 
horsemen aud scout', they furnishing their own 
horses: Froeided. Tbtt no person shall be accept- 
ed in tnia arm ortho service unless his skilll and 
••apaoity hare boen tested by the General in com- 
mand, or such officer mt he may detail 'or that 
purpose: And provvled aieo. That such persons 
shall receive five dollars per munch ot extra pay. 

\ 0. That each horseman for the servioe ot bis 
horse shall receive five doilxr: per month; and iu 
case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall be 
paid the value of the horae, o >' ez<»eJing one 
hundred and fif'.y dollars. 

{7. That tha comm Audsr in the field may or- 
ganise In JivtdsaL* wbo tender themsolres into 
companies, and such eompuiites as may tender 
(hemHoIve* intu .-qnadrvn<i, battalions, and regi- 
ments, tud permit thorn to elect their uSl.ers, who 
shall, when so elected, be commisriuned by the 
(ioveruor on the certificate of rho General com- 
manding. 

i S. That the Governor is authorised to accept 
tha aervi<jes of equairuns, battalions, and regi- 
ments, when tcndcrod a.- such, and cummisstoa 
the officers alerted by the squadrons, battalions, 
and regiaicnu so organised. The rlecti..3 of offi- 
cers by any company, bettalion, souadroa or reg- 
iment, shall be superintended and conducted 
any justice of the peace or judge of the county 
court who may be cdlled on tor that pnrpoce, and 
-uch justice or judge shah certify to the militarf 
board the names of the officers elected, and for 
what effioe each is cicctsd and thereupon said 
board, if they approve the pro-.'sedingv, shall oer- 
tify to the Governor ths namee ot the effleers 
eleote<1, and what t.ffi.-e they have been respective- 
ly elected to fill, who shall issue e'.mmissioos In 
conformity tosneh certificate. 

^ 9. That the oommanding Ocrerel shall be en- 
titled to appoint and employ suon staff ofieers, 
snd with such rack, as the In*peetor General is 
empowere<l to appoint by 'he !4th sectiuu of the 
3d article of the act, entitled “an act for the bet- 
ter orgacizauun of the Kcutuc'ay mili'Ia,” ap- 
proved March 6, 1S0«); and he shall have t’ue aa- 
thcrity ooafeire>i on said Inspeotor General by 
the 10th, 11th, and 12th seoiicus of said article of 
said act. 

^ 13. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organised into sqeadronr., b;itaiijns, regiments, 
brigades acd divisions, snd have the tame num- 
ber of officer* for each squadr jn, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade and aivlsics, as aie allowed in the 
army of the I'clied States, and 'hall receive the 
-amepay and rations a- art- atiowed the troops of 
the Lnited States cf the *cmc rank and grade. 
When brigade* aiid diri'u os are f .-:3e'i, out of 
(he troop* so raLr^a, they *hali b*" -■‘■"ieere-i A«urd- 
ing to oxi'iiing law*.

Has this day ' can pa,..c-i by bote huusea ot the 
General Asseiubiy cl the Comm> awt:<iUb of Ken- 
cccky, the Governor's nbierii^r* inereto te the 
i‘oi.t:r.;y v'-i- .ih.>tauuit!g, and 1* therefore the law 
of the land.
